Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-14, 16-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or surest a recording medium having an inorganic active layer 
(recording layer) consisting of 30-40 at % tellurium and 60-70 at % zinc and a metal layer in contact 
with the active layer. The closest prior art, US 6,379,767 or JP 03-165341, disclose a Te-Zn 
recording material but do not specify the atomic percentages of the Te and Zn nor do they disclose 
a metal layer in contact with the recording layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
